• FUNDS AGENCY BUDGET, NEW DEVELOPMENT PROJECTS, PLANNING EFFORTS,

GWEP, SWPP, OTHER (NON-PROJECT)

• RECEIVES 12.45% OF SEVERANCE TAX DISTRIBUTION ACCOUNT ($19,297,500)

WATER DEVELOPMENT ACCOUNT NO. II (WDA-II)
• FUNDS REHABILITATION PROJECTS, SWPP

• RECEIVES 2.1% OF SEVERANCE TAX DISTRIBUTION ACCOUNT ($3,255,000)

WATER DEVELOPMENT ACCOUNT NO. III (WDA_III)
• FUNDS DAM AND RESERVOIR PROJECTS

• INITIAL INFUSION OF FUNDS IN 2005
